Each year more than ten thousand Britishers 
throng to London’s Royal Albert Hall for the 
annual Family Christmas Carol Concerts given by 
The Bach Choir. Recently the concerts have also 
been seen on British television. This release features 
music from the 1976 concert and is easily the best 
Christmas record of the decade. 

The program presents a fine blend of the old and 
the new. Adeste Fidelis and Hark! The Herald 
Angels Sing open and close the disc with extraordi- 
narily fine arrangements; brass fanfares, descants, 
and scoring by David Willcocks. Interspersed with 
standard Christmas fare are five beautiful new 
carols by John Rutter, who also produced the 
recording: Nativity Carol, Shepherd’s Pipe Carol, 
Star Carol, Jesus Child, and The Donkey Carol. 
Rutter has a real gift for the words and music of the 
Christmas season; his carols are most unusual. Jesus 
Child is written in a Caribbean rhythm with the 
beat accompanied by maracas. The Donkey Carol 
moves with the sway of a ride on a burro. The 
results are absolutely enchanting. Rutter’s Nativity 
Carol should become a classic as it is truly inspired 
and inspiring. 

David Willcocks, in addition to conducting and 
arranging many of the pieces, also contributes an 
original Birthday Carol, a delightfully cheeerful 
melody accompanied by xylophone, cymbals, trian- 
gle, and glockenspiel. All but one of the fourteen 
carols performed can be found in the excellent 
series of Carols for Choirs published by the Oxford 
University Press in three volumes. 

St. George’s Church, Hanover Square, London, 
was the location for the recording session. Richard 
Poppleweil was the organist. The Philip Jones Brass 
Ensemble lends a majestic touch to several of the 
arrangements. The men and boys of The Bach 
Choir demonstrate truly superb musicianship under 
the direction of Mr. Willcocks. 

Too much cannot be said for Carols for Choirs. It 
merits the highest recommendation. The texts for 
each of the carols are included. If you do not 
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already have the three volumes of Carols for Choirs 

containing the scores, be certain to get copies so that 

you may follow along as you listen with great plea- 

sure. The scores are also available from Fortress 
Church Supply Stores.
